FREE TRADE AND PROTECTION. 


Free trade im its unlimited sense, such free 
trade as is preached by the most vociferous 
of its advocates, means dependence upon for- 
eign sources See everything that can be pro- 

- qnan shsents * 
iaMtiechaitcal Ynterests of the country, and 
the conversion of the enterprising mechanics, 
who now add so much to the industrial 
wealth of the nation, into agricul'urists. It 
means a glut in the market of all egricultu- 
ral products, and consequent low prices and 
discouragement to those engaged in agricul- 
ture. It means exposure to sudden depriva- 
tion of those necessaries of life for which 
we rely upon foreign sources, at any time 
our foreign relations become disturbed, con- 
sequent and large advance in their price, and 
distress resulting from diminished supply. 

Protection, on the contrary, does not im- 
ply prohibition, as its opponents, many of 
them, unfairly claim. It means only the 
proper adjustment of tariffs so that we can 
compete with foreign producers in all those 
industries, which may, with moderate encour- 
agement, thrive here, and for which we 
possess equal natural advantages with foreign 
competitors. It means protection to labor 
against forced competition with the cheap 
labor of Europe. It means opportunity for 
those whose natural genius leads them into 
other fields of industry than agriculture, to 
develop that genius and thus add to the 
mental wealth of the country as well as to its 
material resources. All cannot be successful 
farmers or merchants, and any policy which 
tends to confine the abilities ‘of men to any 
one channel, however broad that channel 
may be, is a bad policy. 
We hear a great deal about the distinction 
between a revenue tariff and a protective tar- 
iff, as though these were and ought to be con- 
sidered separately ; we do not believe in this 
distinction. We hold that the best revenue 
tariff will be the one that protects the indus- 
tries of a commonwealth—the sources from 
which all revenue must come, notwithstand- 
ing the sophistry by which it is attempted to 
disguise this important and fundamental 
truth.

WHO INVENTED THE MODERN 
PLOUGH? 
How far away in the lapse of ages is the 
period when the plough was first used to tear 
up and abrade the soil for the reception of 


‘ Ol 
the seed, there are no certain means of know- 
ing, but traditions and the pictured records 
of the oldest nations tell of ifs use. Made 
undoubtedly at first of the forked branching 
portion of the tree, it underwent only trifling 
changes in form and structure for many ages ; 
the principle of these, made at some unknown 
period, being the curvature given to the 
digging portion, the first approach to the 
modern mould board, and the iron point, the 
rude prototype of the ploughshare of to-day. 
One of the first improvements upon the 
primitive ;lough thus formed was the addi- 
tion of the coulter, a thin blade extending 
downward from the beam, and serving to 
divide the soil in advance of the digging por 
tion proper, and facilitating thereby the for 
ward movement of the latter. In this form 
the implement was that known as the Rot- 
terdam plough, and from this name it is 
inferred that the sturdy Hollanders had 
something to do with the first radical changes 
in the make of the primitive apparatus. 
About a hundred and thirty years since a 
Scotchman invented the cast iron mould 
board, which was a marked improvement on 
the wooden one, and after this the plough 
manufacturers and the plough holders seem 
to have remained content for half a century, 
when an English inventor gave a new start 
to their ideas of progress by bringing out a 
plough with a cast iron share. Sixty years 
after this an American produced a plough 
having a cast iron land side and mould 
board, and a wrought iron or steel share. 
Thus at long intervals the different parts 
of the modern plough were evolved in rud 
shape and design, but so slowly did the new 
ideas make progress that it is within the

We trust 
farmers will not permit themselves to be de- 
ceived in this matter. Let them judge of the 
present and the future by the past, which 
sheds a clear and unm.stakable Tight upon 
this subject, and in the history of which 
stand yoked together, invariably, protection 
and prosperity, free trade and disaster.

THE APPLE TREE BORER. 


The Lewiston (Me.) Journal says that in 
many localities where the borer exists it is 
the greatest enemy against which the apple 
tree has to contend. It literally eats on the 
stalk when it once infests a young tree. The 
prevalent opinion seems to be that the only 
remedy is to cut them out; but this is a bar- | 
barous practice, and we have succeeded in a | 
much better way by way of prevention. A 

year ago we looked over the trees in a young | 
orchard of one hundred trees and cut out | 
every borer we could find. Previous to. the 
first of June we wound around the bottom 
of each tree some rags to the height of six 
or eight inches, taking special pains to pre- 
vent any access to the tree beneath the rags. 
This operation was a very simple one, and 
rformed in less time than it took to sur- 
vev the trees. Nota tree was touched with | 
the borer last year. They seem to have left 
the premises in disgust, except in one instance, 

where we found a deposit above the bandage. 

‘Lhe experiment was so simple and so com- 

plete that we do not think of any other 

method at present. ‘The rags will decay and 

not form a ligature to the tree. We com- 

mend the attention of our readers at once to 

this method of getting rid of the borer. Do 

not put it off till the insect has deposited its 

eggs. In that case your bandages would 

probably be of no use. 








CAMPHOR TO STOP BEES ROBBING. 


On account of the great number of stocks 
I kept in one cellar, I was com relled, on win- 
tering them out, to remove only a portion of 
them in one day, to poe the bees from 
mixing up too much. Those taken first 
were consequently prepared to goto work 
when those last rem>ved were brought out, 
and they attempted to rob the latter. When 
this was discovered, they had already got a 
good start on some of the stocks, and | was 
puzzled how to arrest the robbery. At this 
time I had purchased a small parcel of cam- 
phor for some other purpose, and it struck 
me that I might stir up the sluggish and in- 
active stocks which suffered themselves to be 
robbed without resistance, by inserting 4 
small piece of camphor in the entrance of 
their hives. I immediately did so, and was 
not a little pleased to find that the effect 
was to frighten the robbers, and to arouse 
the inmates of the hive to vigorous resist- 
ance till they drove off every st bee. 

A week later, when I wintered out the 
bees of my northern apiary—all of which 
were taken out in one day—one weak colony 
was violently attacked by robbers. I pushed

SOWS DESTROYING THEIR YOUNG. | 


Many reasons have been assigned for this 
propensity of the sow to destroy her young 
at the time they are brought forth ; but} 
whatever the cause may be I suppose it) 
makes but little difference provided the re- | 
sults are prevented. 

So far as I have observed, sows seem 
much more inclined to destroy their pigs in 
cold than in warm weather; also, that where | 
they are allowed to run out in a lot in warm 
weather they were less liable to do this than 
when closely confined in pens. Many sows | 
at the time they bring forth their young | 
manitest a very savage disposition, not only | 
to their pigs but to any person who ap- 
proaches them, and in these cases the pigs

‘Treated in this 
way, his sows seldom or ever show a dispo- 
sition to injure their pigs. ‘This is a cheap 
remedy and easily given, and almost every 
one who raises pigs has or can obtain the 
cider or meal. Other persons who have 

racticed the above methods with their sows 
hove been quite successful in raising their 
pigs.— Germantown Telegraph.

ROAD DUST AND VEGETATION. 


No careful observer will deny that the 
trees along much frequented roads, especially 
when exposed to the influenee of prevailing 
winds, distinguish themselves in the rap! lity 
of their growth and the luxuriance of their 
foliage as being more thriving than those of 
the neighboring wood, This fact being 
ascribed to the dust from the roads which is 
carried and deposited by the wind upon their 
branches and foliage. Dry road dust con 
tains from eight to ten per cent of organic 
matter, arising from the excrements of ani 
mals, from straw, hay, or grains which may 
have fallen from wagons frequenting the road. 
After having been pulverized by carriage 
wheels to a fine dust, they form a large 
amount of already decomposed aud readily 
soluble nourishment for vegetable growth. 
Roads kept in good condition, are therefore 
not only important promoters of the civili 
zation of the district wherein they are 
located on account of easier transportation, 
but also because of an inexpensive but not 
less efficient fertilizer. It is in such, at the 
rst, unapparent causes that an explanation 
of many tt the declared mysteries of vegeta 
tion may be found. — Manufacturer and

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EXPERIMENTS WITH FERTILIZERS. 


Hamitton Country, On1o—I give you a 
statement in reference to experiments tried 
the last season, but first let me say that the 
last winter was the worst on the fall grain | 
have experienced in thirty years, the ground 
being dry and bare and the grain seriously 
injured, I soaked my seed wheat in a solu 
tion of blue vitriol and salt. The grain was 
badly affected with smut. It came up strong 
and grew well, stood the winter, gave nearly 
a full crop, while one-half the wheat in the 
neighborhood scarcely paid for cutting. For 
my potatoes and corn I used superphosphate 
of lime, a small handful in the hill, at the 
rate of about two hundred pounds to the 
acre ; land naturally rich, upland soil ; plant- 
ed the potatoes in alternate rows with the 
lime ; amount of land cne acre. Result, two 
hundred bushels cf potatoes with the lime, 
one hundred bushels without it. I thus ob- 
tained one hundred bushels of potatoes for 
three dollars, the cost of the lime, as it cost 
no more to cultivate with than without the 
lime. The experiment with the corn gave 
about one-third more with the lime than 
without it.—Monthly Ag. Report.
